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Y Virtue of an Act, made in 1757, for Alteration of the Style. 

the Beginning of the Year was changed from the 25th of 
March to the iſt of 7 „ which Change took Place on the 
it of January, 1752. 

In Conſequence of the ſame A of Partiament, the Uſe of the 
Juli an Account, or Old Style, heretofore followed in this Coun. 
try, ceaſed on the ſecond of September of the ſane Year 1752; 
and by dropping or leaving out eleven nominal Days, and calling 
the next, which would have been the third, the fourteenth, the 
New Style took Place: And from thence, by the ſaid AQ, is di. 
reed to be uſed for all Time to come, in all his Majeſty's Do. 
minions ſubje& to the Crown of Great. Britain. By this Altera» 
tion, the ſeveral Fixed or Immoveable Feaſts,as they are ordered 
to be placed in the New Calendar upon the ſame nominal Days 
of the reſpective Months as they were placed upon in the Old, 
will come 11 Days earlier than they would otherwiſe have done, 
and thereby make all Things depending on them, ſuch as the 
Opening or Incloſing of Common Fields and Paſtures, the Hold. 
ing 4 and Marts, the Payments of Rents and Annuities, 
and the Commencement or Extinction of many private Rights 
and Matters of Property, dothe ſame : To prevent therefore any 
Inconvenience ariſing therefrom, the Act provides and diredts, 
That the Opening or Encleſing of Paftyres, the Payments of 
Rents, Annuities, and all other Things depending on the Fixed 
or Immove:.ble Feaſts, ſhall not by this Means be accelerated or 
forwarded, but that the Days of Opening er Shutting ſuch Paſ. 
tures, of Paying ſuch Rents or Annuities, and of doing all ſuch 
other Matters and Things formerly to be done and performed on 
the (aid Feaſts, (hall be Kept, Obſerved, and Performed, on the 
fame natural Days of the Year on which the ſaid Feaſts would 
have fallen, if this Act had not been made. For this Reaſon the 
zth of April is called Oid Lady Day, and the ioth of Ofaber Old 
Michatlmas Day, and ſo of the reſt, as being the reſpective Days 
on which all ſuch Rents and Payments become due, ſuch Rights 
take Place, and ſuch Matters and Things ought be done, and 
not before. All that is here faid relates to the ſeveral Things 
abovementioned, depending on Fixed or Immoveable Feaſts; 
but all ſuch asdepend on moveable Feaſts, or on Days depending 
on them, are to take Place, and be reckoned according to the 
New Calendar, in Purſuance of an Att of Parliament of the Year 


1752, for amending the former Act of theYear 1751. 


N. B. That all Dates of Births, Deaths, or other remarkable 
Events, in the Regal or Chronological Tables, prior to, or upon 
the ſecond of September 1752, are to be underſtood according to 
the Julian Account, or Old Style; but after that Time, the an 
nual Returns of them are placed in the Calendar Part of the Al-

much as myſelf, would often complain that he learned no Man-

Engliſh Dreſs by the learned and ingenious Mr. N. Bailey, | 
gave it into my Wife's Hand, who then (at mending a Hole in 
her Underpetticoat.-Now, ſaid I, ſee and judge whether the 
R oman Authors knew any Thing of Manners.

She examined the Book very minutely; in ſhort ſhe ſat in $i.

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Ta Country Alehouſe which ſtands not far from four lit. 
, tle Villages, and cloſe by the Side of a publick Road, 
arrived a Stranger in the Chriſtmas Holidays, 1784, and en- 
quired for Lodgings.

to my great Improvement alſo added new ones. I could 
now begin to paint Scenes myſelf; I could make Puppets, 
clothe Puppets, and afterwards play them off. To my mu- 
kcal Abilities I had added the Cymbal, the Salt Box, and 
the Side-drum.— We were daily adding ſomewhat to our 
grand Exhibition, and were preparing to figure away at Market 
Towns, and Public Fairs. 


In order to accompliſh this, while my Partner was erecting 
an impregnable Fortification of Paſteboard, I was buſy in ſtitch- 
ing up an immenſe Ocean of old Rags, faftening them upon 
Rollers, and forming them into foaming Billows, | 


I had actually collected ſuch a heap of Cabbage Stumps as 
would ſuffice our whole Navy for Maſts, and every Thing was 
near compleating; when, lo! ſuch is the State of ſublunary 
Affairs, that the very Week before we were about to immerge 
into the great World, and take the Admiration of all by Sur- 
priſe—the Barn—the Repoſitory of our Labours -was con- 
ſumed by Lightning. 


The immenſe Ocean was ſcorched up, —the impregnable 
Fortifications, although made of the beſt Paſteboard, were burnt 
down, and not a ſingle Puppet eſcaped the general Conflagration. 
Thirteen Yards of various coloured Clouds were evaporated 
in Smoke, and ſo fierce was the Flame, that the D-—-1 him- 
ſelf could not ſurvive it. This Diſtreſs ſo affected my Partner, 
that having parted the little Money we had, he refolved to try 
his Fortune at Sea, finding, as he ſaid, that after his utmoſt En- 
deavours, he had none by Land. So he left me to receive 
the Conſolation of the Pariſh.—Here it was I firſt came ac- 
quainted with Peggy, who among the many Viſitors was the 
only one who adminiſtered Comfort.
